LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
hip 
“minister 
of the 
Sunset 
Strip” 
has 
begun 
a coast-to- 
ooast hike 
carrying 
a 10-foot 
wooden cross in hopes of trig­ 
gering a “spiritual awakening 
in the nation.” 
The Rev. Arthur Blessit. an 
ordained Baptist minister who 
runs a combination church and 
gospel nightclub on the Sunset 
Strip, placed the top end of the 
80-pound cross atop his shoul­ 
ders Christmas Day and, with a 
few parishioners tagging along, 
began his trek to Washington. 
D.C. Two bicycle wheels at the 
base of the cross keep it from 
dragging. 
The 
29-year-old 
minister’s 
wife and three children will pre­ 
cede him in a camper truck and 
make 
arrangements 
for each 
night’s stop. Walking with the 
long-sideburned minister will be 
his 
four-member 
gospel 
rock 
group, the Eternal Rush. 
Blessit said he hopes half a 
million people will gather with 
him when he reaches the Wash­ 
ington Monument next summer. 
The walk is designed to begin a 
“spiritual awakening in the na­ 
tion.” he said, and to protest 
“violence, hate and dissension 
that tears our country apart.’’ 
Blessit fasted for 28 days last 
summer 
while 
chained 
to a 
cross on the strip. 
He said the trek is not intend­ 
ed to make money. 
“I don’t know where our food

Christ,” he said.

Michigan’s Legislature f o r a number of 
reasons failed to come up with adoption of edu­ 
cation reform legislation proposed by Gov. Wil­ 
liam Milliken. But the lack of specific progress 
doesn’t mean that there hasn’t been any gain at 
all. To some people it just looks that way. 
The impression was conveyed by the gov­ 
ernor several months ago when he introduced 
his education proposals and called a special ses­ 
sion of the lawmakers that he had great hopes 
the Legislature would take action to implement 
the recommendations this year. It was an op­ 
timistic approach, but one which did not cor­ 
rectly assess the variables in the legislative pro­ 
cess. It failed to recognize that the path is slow 
and filled with obstacles when it comes to major 
policy changes. 
Considerable progress was made, however, 
although much of it was in a preliminary nature 
toward final votes. 
But if the Legislature is nearing the stage 
of final action, a major stumbling block still ex­ 
ists. Milliken’s program tied aid to non-public 
schools (paroehiaid) into the education package 
and it has remained there. Afe long as paroehiaid 
remains, there will be problems. 
* 
* 
* 
Education reform, by itself, is a difficult 
proposition for the Legislature. There is gen­ 
eral agreement that something must be done in 
Michigan to restructure the public education 
system, but there is wide disagreement about 
how to approach the problem. There also is wide 
disagreement on the tax action needed to finance 
improvements and change. 
The insertion of paroehiaid as an integral 
part only multiplied the complexity. 
Some of the lawmakers, for example, have 
threatened to scuttle the entire program unless 
parochiad is included. This puts the heat on 
others who may not favor paroehiaid, but might 
be forced into voting for it indirectly in favor­ 
ing the public education segments. It is possible, 
too. that some lawmakers would vote against 
an otherwise acceptable bill strictly because par- 
ochiaid was a part of it.

The Senate several weeks ago passed an 
education appropriations bill including parochi- 
aid, then voted later to reconsider. As yet. there 
has been no action by the full House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Both bodies will take up the issues again 
when they reconvene in regular session next 
month and when they do paroehiaid should be 
divorced from the other elements of the educa­ 
tion package, letting each stand or fall on its 
own merit. 
An effort to revamn the state’s public edu­ 
cational structure is difficult enough without 
t h e explosive problem of a id to non-public 
schools. 
Paroehiaid. whether finally approved or not, 
shouldn’t be allowed to stand in the way of 
progress toward that goal. 


FROM LITTLE ACORNS... 


More Than Money 
It has been an axiom of politics since the 
dawn of the New Deal that money was the cure- 
all for what ails American social problems. Sim­ 
ply pour in the money and the problem will van­ 
ish, we have been told repeated!v. 
This supposed truth seldom has been ques­ 
tioned, especially when the target was social. 
Anyone who opposed the spending of more tax 
money has been portrayed as a heartless re­ 
actionary who didn’t care for the plight of the 
less fortunate. 
Those who favored government spending 
as a shortcut to an American utopia have been 
called liberals whose hearts were as big as all 
outdoors. 
Fortunately for the financial solvency of 
the federal government and of the average tax­ 
payer, this theorem is under question. Political 
experts are growing more alert to the complex­ 
ities of social problems and realize they are more 
difficult to solve than they once thought, a 
situation many conservatives pointed out a long 
time ago. 
A case in point is education. The federal 
government lavishes billions of dollars a year 
on improving education, particularly concentrat­ 
ing on the poor. 
A survey by the National Bank of New 
York finds, however, that massive concentration 
of funds in a number of th e city’s poverty 
schools has left little mark on the students. The 
bank reports that in 150 New York schools in 
poverty areas, where the percentage of Puerto 
Ricans and Negroes is 90 or higher, there is 
little correlation between the amount of money 
spent on each pupil and his educational achieve­ 
ment. The amount ranged from $529 per year 
to $1,560. 
“This raises the question whether or not 
continued indiscriminate funding will in and of 
itself necessarily increase educational output 
proportionately,” the report concludes. 
The bank, of course, is not arguing against 
efforts to upgrade educational achievement of 
the poor. It realizes that the under-educated are 
usually the under-employed and the idle. What 
the bank’s report indicates is that educating the 
poverty-stricken is a difficult task that requires 
a good deal more than money.

P artner Bids One Diamond, 
next player passes, neither side 
vulnerable. 
W hat would

1. One spade. Some players 
respond a notrum p rather than 
a 
spade, 
laboring under the 
m isapprehension 
that such 
a 
w eak suit is not biddable. This 
is fallacious because it ignores 
one of the cardinal objects of 
the bidding process, nam ely, to 
find an eight-card m ajor suit 
fit. 
Thus, if partner has any three 
spades, the suit becomes play­ 
able and it would probably re ­ 
m ain undiscovered if the re ­ 
sponse w ere one notrum p. In 
the overw helm ing m ajority of 
deals the goal is to reach a 
m ajor suit contract (if there is 
a com bined holding of eight 
trum ps) rather than a notrum p 
or m inor suit contract. 
2. Three notrum p. This re ­ 
sponse indicates 16 or 17 points, 
notrum p distribution 
(usually 
4-3-3-3) and strength in the 
unbid suits. It differs from a 
tw o notrum p response (13 to 
15) only in point count. 
3. Two clubs. It wo lid be a 
great 
m istake 
to 
m ake 
the 
cheaper response of one heart. 
This is because you intend to 
show both suits, and the best 
way of indicating that the clubs 
are longer than the hearts is 
by bidding them first. You bid 
two hearts over the expected 
two diamond rebid, and in th at 
w ay inform partner that your 
hearts are only four cards in 
length. If you responded ini­ 
tially with a heart and later 
bid clubs, partner would have 
no way of knowing that the 
longer suit was clubs. It would 
put too m uch strain on his oc­ 
cult powers. 
4. One spade. The hand is too 
w eak for three diam onds (forc­ 
ing) and too strong for only 
two diamonds. 
As 
usual, in 
cases w here you are betw een a 
single or double raise, you bid 
a side suit before showing sup­ 
port for p artn er’s suit. 
Of course, the Q-8-6-3 is not 
exactly a sturdy suit to bid, but 
it is better to m isrepresent your 
spade strength than to m isrep­ 
resent the value of the hand by 
bidding either tw o or three dia­ 
m onds. 
5. Three clubs. The jum p- 
shift shows a t least 17 points 
and thus announces interest in 
a slam. The hand is m uch too 
good (19 points) for a leap to 
three notrum p, since partner 
is under no obligation to bid 
over this response. 
It is highly unusual to jum p- 
shift in a three-card suit, but 
in this instance there is no 
reasonable 
alternative. 
Note 
th at the jum p-shift is m ade in 
clubs, not spades. This makes it 
possible — if partner raises 
clubs —to return to his usit, 
diam onds, in the sam e bidding 
level.

In preparing for financially 
more austere tim es, however, 
Am ericans 
should 
not 
forget 
that the situation is relative. 
Any downturn short of a m ajor 
recession still will leave m ost 
Americans better off than IO 
years earlier. 
There are also some sm all 
areas of improvement to look 
forward to. Social Security ben­ 
efits might be higher, federal in­ 
come taxes lower. And the out­ 
look for the second half of 1970 
is distinctly better than for the 
first half. 
Some projections, for exam ­ 
ple, show the worst of the hous­ 
ing recession occuring in m id­ 
year, with steady im provem ent 
after that. Ana although infla­ 
tion might average 4 per cent, a 
figure forecast by tile National 
Planning Association, it coo'd 


be well below that rate by year 
end. 
And then there is the accura­ 
cy 
of 
forecasts 
to 
consider. 
M aybe the seers will be wrong 
about economic occurences in 
1970. You can bet that millions 
of Am ericans hope so. 
Finally, in the coming slow­ 
down there is a disguised bless­ 
ing. It is this: As the ability and 
willingness to buy is reduced, 
the m arket place should shift 
from a seller’s m arket to a buy­ 
e r’s m arket. 
This, indeed, would be the big­ 
gest rew ard for any hardship 
endured.

Silver Halves 
Minted Despite 
Metal Shortage 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Mint is forging ahead with its 
production of scarce silver half- 
dollars despite a Treasury De­ 
partm ent desire to make them 
of a copper-nickel sandwich in 
arder to preserve the nation’s 
dwindling silver supply. 
The Denver Mint—the only 
one producing half-d o 11 a r s— 
stamped $18.65 million of the 50- 
cent pieces during November, 
Roy S. Cahoon, the Treasury 
Department Agency’s coin man­ 
agement chief, said in an inter­ 
view. 
This is almost 20 per cent of 
the HOO million ceiling set by 
law 
and. 
Cahoon 
said, 
isn’t 
nearly enough to go around. 
Although it’s not possible to 
judge how many of the 1.26 bil­ 
lion 
Kennedy 
halves 
minted 
since 1964 are still in circula- 
iton, Cahoon said. “we do know 
they’re not circulating as they 
should in daily commerce.” 
The Mint judges a coins’ cir­ 
culation by the number returned 
to 
Federal 
Reserve 
regional 
banks by commercial banks in 
their areas. 
Now, Cahoon said, the reserve 
banks “have no inventory.” 
One problem causing the lim­ 
ited circulation, Mint officials 
believe, is the notion that the 
silver in the coins may one day 
be worth more than 50 cents, 
making it profitable to hold 
them now in the hope of selling 
them for their silver content lat­ 
er. 
But the silver in one half-dol­ 
lar, at the latest prices of about 
$1.75 an ounce, is worth some­ 
thing less than 26 cents, mean­ 
ing the price would have to dou­ 
ble before the metal in a half- 
dollar will be worth more than 
its face value. 
Cahoon said the Mint put on 
the big production push in No­ 
vember because “we try to get 
as many out to the banks before 
the Christmas holidays as we 
can.” 
But the half-dollar finds its 
way into shoppers’ pockets only 
rarely, partially because of the 
few minted—compared, say, to 
the 488 million pennies struck 
during November—and partially 
because of the hoarding.
